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Sabele Plans Ahead 


Next year our Student Council 
president will be Sabele Foster. 
Sabele has many ideas on ways 
to improve Harpeth Hall; however, 
her main effort will be to shift 
the emphasis to important issues, 
such as studying and cheating, 
and to lessen the emphasis placed 
on trivial issues such as chewing 
gum and skirt lengths. 

Sabele feels that the Honor 
Code “will have to be revised. ,, 
She will attempt to obtain views 
from students on their feelings 
about the code and then revise it 
to “fit the students’ needs.” She 
thinks that in the past “a lot of 
Harpeth Hall students have been 
apathetic,” but that now many 
students are changing and begin¬ 
ning to show an interest in Har¬ 
peth Hall. Therefore, she feels 
that it will be easier to discover 
the students’ opinions on the Hon¬ 
or Code and other issues. 

The dress code also will be an 
important issue next year. Sabele 
thinks, “A girl should be able 
to wear whatever she wants to 
school as long as she looks neat.” 
Most important, the skirt and dress 
length will have to be revised. 
“I can’t send a girl home from 
school (because of dress length) 
because I myself don’t wear skirts 
down to my knees.” Another of 
Sabele’s ideas is that pants should 
be permitted all year. 


Asked about the privileges stu¬ 
dents have, Sabele’s opinion is 
that: “Everybody needs more.” 
Next year, an attempt will be made 
to have a trial period for chewing 
gum and eating candy between 
classes and in cars. However, if 
these changes are not made, Sabele 
hopes to at least have the rules 
reduced to requests. If none of 
her suggested changes are made, 
Sabele will try to have a sign at 
the entrance saying, “Take all gum 
out of your mouth, and extinguish 
your cigarettes!” 

Also, next year many new proj¬ 
ects will be started. The school ex¬ 
change program will be continued; 
girls from Harpeth Hall will go 
to other schools in the Nashville 
area to observe and to bring ideas 
back to Harpeth Hal. In addition, 
students from Hillsboro, Hillwood, 
St. Cecilia, and M.B.A. will come 
to Harpeth Hall for the same pur¬ 
pose. Another new program will 
be volunteer work on Saturday 
mornings for any students inter¬ 
ested to go as a group and work 
to help others.

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H H Loses Six Teachers

The present grading system at 
Harpeth Hall is one that has been 
used for ages everywhere. Re¬ 
cently, however, many people have 
begun criticizing the inadequacies 
of this system. First of all, a re¬ 
port card with an A, B, C, D, or F 
on it is not a very specific evalu¬ 
ation of a student’s work. A stu¬ 
dent or parent cannot tell by look¬ 
ing at a grade, just how it should 
be improved. Another reason many 
people feel that grades are inac¬ 
curate is that all teachers grade 
differently, therefore a B- could 
easily be a C plus in another teach¬ 
er’s class. This seems like a small 
difference until you show your 
report card to your parents and 
try to explain how much harder 
this class is than another one. 
Many students also feel that 
grades are used as rewards or pun¬ 
ishment, with college hanging over 
their heads as a goal that can only 
be achieved by winning the race 
for the most A’s. This kind of 
competing defeats the idea of 
learning for learning’s sake. It 
also prompts cheating. An answer 
to these problems has been found, 


Rumor! What an awful word. 
Yet it is certain that at one time 
or another, almost everyone has 
been the subject of a rumor. If it 
was an untrue one, it may have 
done a lot of damage to the per¬ 
son’s reputation and standing 
among her associates. To the per¬ 
son who is the subject of this 
rumor, it probably seems very un¬ 
fair, and rumors are hard to stop, 
as this little poem states:

Nevertheless, even though no 
one likes being the subject of a 
rumor, it is rare to find a person 
who has never helped to spread 
one.

however, by a few schools that 
have tried a new approach in 
which the teachers make out a 
detailed evaluation of each stu¬ 
dent’s work. .Parents, students, 
and teachers have highly praised 
this new system for the new in¬ 
sight it gives to everyone concern¬ 
ed about how a student can do 
better. It relieves the pressures 
on the student and makes cheat¬ 
ing less practiced. In some schools 
the students have also aided in 
the evaluation. These reports were 
found to be both honest and help¬ 
ful to the students, for they found 
that they were not fooling any¬ 
one by giving themselves unde- 
tried is the passtfail system. Un¬ 
der this system the student either 
passes or fails, but receive * no 
grade. This encourages students 
to take courses they otherwise 
would have been afraid to because 
they might not do well. The strong¬ 
est argument against these new 
grading methods is that colleges 
may not accept students without 
a more tangible way of rating 
them. However, many students 
under these systems have been 
accepted in top colleges. Many of

these colleges recently have loos¬ 
ened admissions regulations any¬ 
way since so many top students 
apply to them annually. They need 
other ways to rate them besides 
grades. 

There are several reasons why 
a new grading system would work 
well at Harpeth Hall. First of all, 
unlike the public schools, few of 
the teachers here have a over¬ 
whelming amount of students, 
therefore more time and detail 
could be devoted to evaluations. 
Also, assuming the new freedom 
would promote responsibility in 
independent studying, new crea¬ 
tivity in learning would also de¬ 
velop. Harpeth Hall would be es¬ 
pecially ideal for this sort of at¬ 
mosphere because of the good 
facilities available, which, suppos¬ 
edly, should inspire original ex¬ 
pression. Finally, since most of 
the people who graduate from here 
go on to college, this sort of learn¬ 
ing system would help prepare 
them for the independent studying 
they will be expected to do in 
college, and also help them pre¬ 
pare for the time when they are 
out of school, for no one gets a 
grade in living.
